1, It was observed on 17 February 1951, that, by order of the 
Cottbus (N 52/4 57) railroad district, a special daily train 
carried laborers from Luebben (N.52/A 28) to Brand (7 53/4 19) 
and back again. The accelerated construction at Briesen (N 53/ 
4.19} airfield was siven as the official reason. 


>, «A motor vehicle driver who was connected with the construction 
at the airfield, stated on 27 February that the airfield “as a 
former auxiliarv field, located in the triangle formed by the 
Brand - Oderin (N 53/vV 10) = Krausnik (N 53/A 19) railroad sta- 
tions: almost 2,000 laborers were ae who were transported 
to Luebben on two snecial short trains in the morning and evening;
